Washington —(CPA)— Just how 


much money is it permissable for a 
candidate for the United States sen 
ate to spend? The investigation into 
the Illinois primary reveals that 
about as much money was spen' 
there as in Pennsylvania, not onlj 
by the candidates themselves but b> 
their friends. 


There is no law limiting expendi 


lures in the primary and no pros- 
pect of any limit being set. Xever 
theless, the senati has taken cogniz- 
ance from time to time of what it 
deemed excessive expenditures. In 
che case of Truman Newberry In 
Michigan much less 
money was 


spent than in Illinois or Pennsyl- 
vania, but the senate at that time 
deprecated the expenditures of even 
a quarter of a million dollars. The 
contention made bj candidates who 
spent more than that sum is that 
the size of the state makes a dif- 
ference in the cost of fiie canvass. 


As a matter of fact, the investigat- 


ing- committee examining the Illi- 
nois and Pennsylvania primary elec- 
tions does not neeC to make a re- 
port until the December session of 
congress; hence it could make an in- 
quiry after the November election 
if it so desired.

the Reichstag ever since the Emeu- 
ing cabinet came into power deter- 
mined to push through its financial 
reforms, finally fell today. 


Knowing that Chancellor Bruen- 


ing had President Hindenburg's au- 
thorization to send them home if 
they revoked his revised program, 
which earlier in the week he had 
pushed through under Article 48 of 
the constitution, the Reichstag mem- 
bers nevertheless today passed 236 
to 221, a motion revoking the cabi- 
net's measures.

Chancellor 
Breuning thereupon 


declared the Reichstag dissolved 
nullifying their action amid the 
[jowls of the opposition. 


New Reichstag elections, accord- 


ing to the constitution, must be held 
not later than Sept. 14 this year. 


Chancellor Bruening's action

came necessary to maintain the life 
of bis cabinet, which was threatened 
yy a Socialist motion of no confi- 
dence and another resolution revok- 
ing the tax measure decree, both up 
for vote today. 


The chancellor carried out his in- 


dicated determination to produce the 
dissolution decree which he had car- 
ried with him ready for the emerg- 
ency for several days.

evidence of the gnat of those arrest- 
ed. The government assures the 
public that the movement was start- 
ed by a small minority. All garri- 
sons remained faithful. 


Apart from Colonel Joao Almeida, 


who was arrested a fortnight ago 
in a pro-royalist plot, all those tak- 
en into custody have been of minor 
rank. They included both soldiers 
and civilians.

THIS LAZY NATION 


Mark VanDoren indulges in-a pot- 


shot in the Outlook and Independent 
at our American notion that we are a 
peppy, vigorous, virile nation. He says 
our dominant American characteristic 


[ is" laziness. Worse, he says it always 
has-been. The typical American is not 
an upright, industrious chap, hut a fel- 


"- low trying to get out of hard work. 


If we may take this shocking fellow 


at his word the first pioneers who 
crossed the ocean came, very simply," 


• to avoid difficulties in the life at home" 
—not to face difficulties and conquer 
them, as they have been credited with 
doing. The Pilgrims came because they 


• heard of a land of milk and honey over 
here and wanted to run away from op- 
position at home. Their communist 
scheme of pooling labor broke • down 
because they were too lazy. Farther 
south, the cavaliers, ne'er-do-wells, 
criminals, paupers and others had all 
been "wooed to America" by dreams of 
a-free and easy slothful life.-When they 
failed to find it they wearily packed up 
and started west. "The itch to travel 


• west was an itch to avoid the pressure 
of an increasingly compact 
society." 


Love of ease "drove "them on to anoth- 
er state, and another, and another." 
The pioneer was "a lanky languid 
specimen with a face upon which the 
marks of malaria—the sallow skin, the 
hollow eyes, the tired lines everywhere 
—were going to find a fitting Back- 
ground"." The only" work he did was 
"the kind necessary to sustain life." 


Mr. VanDoren shouldn't try to in- 


fect history with hookworm. But so far 
as modern Americans are concerned, 
we have a shuddery notion that he may 
be right. Take the stock-market, for ex- 
ample." "What but 
laziness inclines 


thousands of good working Americans- 
to rush their cash into it-in the hope of 
a "killing"' to put them on easy street? 
Why do perfectly good manufacturers 
let their business go to seed while they 
manipulate their own stock on the 
market? What is the gambling instinct 
but the instinct of sloth? What is am- 
bition, in most people, but the hope of 
living easier? 
What is "enlightened 


selfishness"—the thing 
supposed to 


make the wheels turn in our present 
society—but enterprise in getting our- 
selves more leisure and softer ways of 
spending it? 


In fact, Mr. VanDoren might build 


up a pretty good argument for the 
claim that laziness is the motive force 
of American progress.

That people who think prices of

nonsense.

' 'country but one has laws which pre- 
. vent selling our wheat for a lower price 
than it can be marketed here. 
j That Europe is quite unlikely to 
-change this attitude, since we :n our 
,tariff law prevent Europeans from sell- 
ing- more cheaply here than they do 
abroad. It works both \vs.ys. Xo nation 
can "dump" its surplus on the others. . 


That as a matter of fact no American 


surplus, however large, can be dis- 
posed of abroad without interfering 


the part of the crop consumed 


the grower that the government can't 
dump his wheat for him and hold the 
price high. It puts the kibosh on all 
the pretty equalization and debenture 
schemes which politicians have been 
selling farmers for votes. 


"SPARE THAT TREE" 


Lake states experiments on lumber- 


ing operations are said to prove that 
a lumberman fines himself from $1.05 
to S4.66 even,- time he cuts a thousand 
board feet of lumber from trees less 
than twelve inches in diameter. On a 
nine-inch tree the cost of felling and 
manufacturing runs $4.66 higher per M 
board feet than the value of the lum- 
ber. Not until the tree is a full foot 
through does the lumberman begin to 
reap a profit, and then he makes but a 
dollar a thousand feet. 
The biggest 


profit is on trees of eighteen-inch diam- 
eter and higher. If a lumberman con- 
tents himself with these ne leaves 41 
per cent of the original stand, and yet, 
according to the Xew York State Col- 
lege of Forestry, that is the most eco- 
nomical way to handle such a forest. 


It is probable that the reason lum- 


bermen have cut trees that cost more 
than their value is simply failure to ap- 
ply cost accounting to their business; 
while failure to concentrate on the big, 
profitable, mature trees and lumber 
them off scientifically year after year 


- is due to the insistence of states and lo- 


calities upon taxing exorbitantly the 
land once cut over. Lumber firms have 
gone through like a whirlwind, razed 
forests regardless of tree sizes, and 
then let the land revert rather than at- 
tempt to pay taxes while cutting only 
the mature trees by selective lumber- 
ing. 


So far as the figures cited above for 


great lakes lumbering are concerned, 
they mean little unless it is understood 
what the trees are being cut for and 
what sort of mill is doing the job. The 
small mill probably would be the sort 
generally nised in perpetual forest cut- 
ting operations. 


It uses timber only for lumber and 


its owner seldom wants anything 
smaller than a foot in diameter unless 
he happens to run across, say, a fine 
tall basswood good ior two or three 
logs. The ruthless forest-razers have 
been the operators of big mills with 
chemical side product operation to turn 
small coarse timber into cash. 
If the 


figures cited in Xew York cover these 
mills as well as the straight sawmills 
then the future seems brighter for sci- 
entific logging. Xo one wants deliber- 
ately to lose money. At a dollar per M 
board feet net loss, it takes a great 
many"M board feet to make a profit. 
All the public_has to do is hold the 
taxes down and let human nature take 
its course.

So the 
Germans, who have nothing whatever 
to do with the Anglo-Indian question, 
are suffering the effects of it just as the 
English are.

To get around this ruling, some 


manufacturers stamp cases with a 
much smaller gold content, "14 Kar- 
at Rolled Gold Plate" or just "Rolled 
Gold Plate," This generally means 
that the case has a very small gold 
content and in. many instances is 
simply an electro-plated case and 
may wear for only a few weeks or 
months.

GOLD EXPORTS TO 


EUROPE RESUMED; 


SHIP $4.000,000 


Fast Boat Sails Wednesday 


Night for France With 
Shipment 


BY PRESTON S. KRECKEB

Gold exports to Europe, which have 
been impending for nearly two weeks 
became a reality at midnight Wed- 
nesday when a shipment of $4,000,- 
000 went to'France by fast steamer. 
The margin of profit on a gold ship- 
ment to Europe at current franc 
exchange rates is so small that ev- 
ery minute elapsing between the mo- 
ment the gold leaves Xew York and 
when it arrives at Paris counts. This 
is truly a case where "time is mon- 
ey." 


This shipment is the first Ameri- 


can gold to be exported to Europe 
since early in January, when $8,- 
497,000 was withdrawn for shipment. 
Just how much will go forward on 
this movement is a question on 
which no two bankers seem, to agree. 
The demand for French exchange Is 
so broad and the market so firm that 
it is quite possible the movement 
will reach substantial proportions. 
The suggestion is made that alto- 
gether France may take upwards of 
$50,000,000 before the demand sub- 
sides. 


PROFIT SMALT, NOW 


The profit on a. shipment at" cur- 


rent rates of exchange is small, with 
the result that few bankers find it 
worth while. 
On the other hand, 


should the franc appreciate further 
in value it would immediately be- 
come so profitable to export gold 
that many firms doubtless would-en- 
gage the precious metal for export 
and bring the -totaT movement" »p 
to important figures. 


The future market for the French 


franc therefore has become a ques- 
tion of moment of international bank 
ers. Probably it would be possible 
to make definite predictions if the 
reasons for the 
movement 
were 


thoroughly understood. France has 
been accumulating gold for many 
months and today that country has 
the second largest gold reserve in 
the world. Its hoard is exceeded 
only by that of the United States. 
The latest figures on the French 
gold reserve Indicate that it Is. more 
than $1,110,000,000. 


This accumulation has gone on 


despite insistence that the bank of 
France Is not seeking to build up 
its gold reserves. It was persisted 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
French bank rate was for a while 
the lowest in the world and still is 
as low as any other at 25 per cent. 
For months France has drained Lon- 
don of its gold until in self-defense 
the bank of England placed obstac- 
les in the way of French gold buy- 
ers. 
Xow Paris is turning to the 


United States for the metal. 


DENY RESPONSIBILITY 


Since it is denied that any gov- 


ernment agency is responsible for 
the French 
demand for gold, the 


movement must be due to natural 
flow of money in the international 
markets. One reason for such flow 
doubtless is the American habit of 
touring Europe in the summer sea- 
son. Tourists are drawing on their 
credits here and their money is flow- 
ing to Europe, thus creating demand 
for French exchange. Aggravating 
that condition seems to be a demand 
for francs for French account. The 
French have had large credit bal- 
ances here for several years, sup- 
posedly amounting to several hun- 
dred million dollars. They are said 
to be drawing on their American 
oalances to meet obligations abroad. 
To make matters worse there is no 
offsetting export of French capital 
because of a French export tax on 
capital. Ttat tax tends to 
keep 


French money at home, 
i

Americans to worry about. In the

poor to adequately provide for the 
feign school education of the state's j • 
Children- 
\\ 
Educators generally agree that a 


•Chool district maintaining a high 
•cbool 
have property value of at 
least $1,250,000 in order to carry out 
•ji approved educational program. Of 
379 districts which have reported 
their financial status to the depart- 
ment of public instruction, 31 are 
tinder the $1:250.000 minimum while 
19 have less than $500.000 in property 
yalue. 
On the basis of present returns, 
the proportion of poor districts 
promises to be high. There are some 
400 districts in the state and it is 
believed that figures from all will 
enow the same 
condition exists 


throughout the state as exists in the 
part already covered. 


Of the 170 districts reporting, 72 


towns announced that land had been 
."withdrawn under the land detach- 
ment law. The towns are located In 
32 different counties. The total value 
of land detached in 192S-29 as report- 
ed by 72 districts was $16,144,682, 
The original value of the districts 
Buring 1928-29 was $139,675,189. 


The statue providing for the de- 


tachment of land permits the with- 
drawal of such areas on the applica- 
tion of three-fourths of the electors 
and by the owners of more than one- 
half of the taxable property by as- 
seesed value of the territory which Is 
petitioned to be detached. Part of 
the statute reads as follows: 


"The town board or boards shall 


forthwith make and enter a written 
order creating a new school district 
of such detached territory to some 
adjacent existing district or districts. 
. . . A new school district shall 
not be created unless the territory 
comprising the same shall be con- 
tiguous and unless it shall have an 
Assessed value of at least $75,000." 


The law was enacted- for the bene- 


fit of farmers but investigators re- 
port that it has a bad influence on 
the educational system. 
Instead of 


.•withdrawing land to carry out the 
'intent of the law in setting up new 
'districts to further the ideals of a. 
good educational program, farmers 
and others are using the law In a 
modified spirit of revenge against 
the urban village or town.

ments for operation and mainten- 
ance of the general departments of 
Superior for the fiscal year ending 
Dec. 31. 192$ was $39.63 and made a 
total of $1,527,015. according to a 
summary of financial statistics com- 
piled by the Department of Com- 
merce at Washington. 


The summary was based on an es- 


timated population of 39.ST1, as of 
the 1930 census. 


In 19?? the comparative per capita 


for operation and maintenance of 
general 
departments—was 
$39.61, 


and for 1917, $14.«6. The interest on 
debt in 1928 amounted to $100,543 
and outlays for permanent improve- 
ments, $185.099. The total payments, 
therefore, for operation and main- 
tenance of general departments, in- 
terest, • and outlays were $1,837,857. 
The totals include all payments for 
the year, whether made from -cur- 
rent revenues or from the proceeds 
of bond issues. 


The total • revenue recepts were 


$1.828,505, or $46.09 per capita. This 
vras $155,947 more than the totaJ 
payments of the year, exclusive of 
the payments for permanent im- 
provements, but $29.152 less than the 
total payments including those for 
permanent improvements. 


Property taxes represented 71.3 per 


cent, of the total revenue for 1928, 
68.7 per cent for 1927, and 67.1 per 
cent for 1917.
